No. 58.—Notification,—In excreise of the powers conferred on him by sections XI 
and KL of Act V (B.C.) of 1864 (‘The Canals’ Act), the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal is 
pleased to pasa the followine rules in regard to the Eastern Canal route and the Outer 
Boat routes, as defined in this Department notification No. 801 of the 12th August 1884. 
A draft of these rulcs as proposed was publishe: in this Department’s notification 

Renate, No. 836 of the 9th September 1884. for a period of six 
ge ee Aa RAR Rep taral ioe a 25h, yea tlie Calcutta Gazette of the dates noted in the 

1. Wherever mooring posts may have been put up by the Supervisor, vessels are to be 
made fast by the bow and stern along the bauks to such posts, or in such othcr manner as 
the Supervisor may direct. 

2. Asthe water falls, the bow and stern ropes are to be slackened, and boats gradually 
pushed towards the centre of the canal: when the flood comcs in, thexe two ropes are to be 
gradually hauled in, and the boat kept as close to the bank as possible. 

8. In portions of the canals where only one towing-path exists, veasele are to be 
moored on the off side, and the towing-path side is always to be kept clear. 

4, Only one boat isallowed to make fast, along and in live with the canal bunks, 
and no boat is to be made fast or be placed outside of boats ev secured without the special 
permission of the Supervisor, No boat or raft is to be placed in such a position as to 
endanger the safety of other hoats, or obstruct the passage of other boats; but all boats are 
to be placed in such places and iu such a manner as the Supervisor or Inspector at any 
time may direct. 

5, ‘The Supervisor may by notification prohibit the dropping of anchors or the putting 
up of bamboos or lugvies in any part of the canals or banks, and in such parts no anchors 
are to be dropped or luggies. put up under a penalty of Xs, 50, and of a fine not exceeding 
Rs. 4 a day for continued disobedience of an order for removal issued by the Supervisor. 

6, Boats whilst loading or unloading in the canals are allowed to use ladders, 
but the ladders are to be gradually taken in as the water rises. 

7. In order to avoid collision and confusion, boats waiting for a favourable tide at 
the junction of two or more rivers are to be moored at a distance of not leas than 1,000. feet. 
from the point of junction. ia 

8. No person is allowed to place auy obstruction on the caual banks, roads, drains or. 
bridges (when such are on canal land) so as to impede a free passage along. them, or pause. 
injury to them, or to.commit a guisance, or deposit filth of any sort on the banks, bridges.’ 
or roads or in the canals, ? 
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9. Any person who wilfully or negligently allows a vessel to sink in the canals shall 
be liable to a fine not exceeding Rs. 50. 


10. In every case of wreck caused by negligence or otherwise, the Supervisor and his 
subordinates are to give ali possible assistance in removing the same. 

11. A notice is to be affixed on a wreck when recovered, calling on those concerned 
to pay to the Supervisor all tolls which may be due, or any fine which may have been 
adjudged, as well as the expeases incurred in the recovery or removal of the wreck ; and 
intimating that if the sum be uot paid within fifteen days of the date of notice, the boat 
and ite furniture, or so much of it as may be necessary for the recovery of the dues, will be 
sold, the proceeds of the aale being dealt with as directed in section 1X of the Act. 

. Every Canal Officer is authorized to remove any vessel, auchor, pole, or other thing 
which he may find in a position which is in contravention of these rules, and to deal wita 
it in such a manner as may be necessary to give effect to the rules, 

18. Whenever any laden vessel is seized by © Canal Oilicer, it is the duty of the 
Supervisor to give immediate notice of the same to the owner, or his agent requiring the 
removal of the cargo without delay, and informing him that he will be required to pay all 
expenses necessary for the proper custody and storage of the same. 

14. If the Supervisor be unable to ascertain the name and place of business or of abode 
of the owner of the cargo of any vessel or boat seized under the Canals’ Act, ne is to notify 
the seizure by advertisement in his office and in one or more of the public newspapers. Such 
notice shall require the owner to canse the immediate removal of the cargo, and to pay aay 
necessary expenses incurred in providiug for its proper custody and storage. 

5. The Supervisor may incur whatever expense he may thiuk necessary for the proper 
enstody and storage of the cargo of any veusel seized under the Canals’ Act, and if the eargo 
be not removed within ten days from the date of scizure, he may sell the same at public 
auction to the highest bidder, after giving ten days’ nutice of the same by advertisement in 
his office and in one or more of the public newspapers. 

16, The moncy realized at such a sale is to be applied in the first instance to defray 
any expenditure that may have been incurred by the Supervisor on account of the cargo 
sold, and the balance, if any, is to be held in deposit to be paid to the owner of the said 
cargo on his applying for the sume. 

17. At the instance of the Supervisor, any Magistrate who imposes « fine under 
section X] or XVI of the Act may award any portion of such fine to the informer. 

18. No officer employed cu the canal of any description or rank shall. either directly or 
indirectly, bid for or purchase any article sold under these rules or under the provisions of 
Act V (B.C.) of 1864. 

19. Any person (other than the Supervisor or his subordinates) either personally, or 
by his servant, infringing auy of these rules, is liable unuer section XI of the Canals’ Act 
to a fine not exceeding Rs. 50 for any one infringement, or to a fine not exceeding five 
rupees a day for any continued infringement, 

The sules now passed will supersede the rules now in force for the Navigable 
Channels from Kanteetollah to Khoolna, passed by Notification No. 28], dated the 15th 


August 1865, and published at page 1349 of the Calcuita Gazette dated 16th August 
1865.

From tho replies received to Home Department Vircular No. 45—1512-1520, dated the 
15th Octoher 1883, it appears that considerable diversity exists in the practice as to the 
registration of certificates of the sule of standing trees granted by Civil Courts under 
section 816 of the Code of Civil Procedure. The Government of India considers it very 
desirable that uniformity should, if possible, be maintained in the registration offices in all 
provinces in thie regard, and 1am accordingly to communicate the following instructions 
and rvations. : . 

bee would seem to be difficult to frame a definition of “moveable” and “‘immoveable”” 
property suitable for practical use on a mere consideration of the physical nature of the 
property. It would appear to be necessary to take into account also the way in which the 
Property is regarded and gealt with at the time of the transaction, and this ib apparently what 
the framers of the Indian Registration Act, 1877, meant to do by using the words ‘standing 
timber” in contradistinotio n to “trees.” Certain trees, being almost invariably used as timber, 
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are commonly spoken of as ‘timber trees.” But probably most trees would admit of 
being used both as timber and for other purposes. Thus, properly speaking, almost every 
tree being potentially timber and no tree actually timber, the question whether a tree .is 
for the purposes of any transaction to be depmed to be ‘‘ timber” must depend upon the 
way it is regarded and treated in that transaction.’ If, for example, trees are sold witha 
view to their being cut down and removed, the sale is one of ‘standing timber” within the 
meaning of the Registration Act. If, on the other hand, trees are sold, as it is understood 

© Letter No. 798 of 19th Marc ‘Hey are in the class of cases referred to by the Govermment 
1888 Forwaniod ith ‘Hore Depart. of Madras® with a view to the purchaser keeving them perma- 
ment Circular dated 1éth Octobor nently standing and enjoying them by taking their fruit or 
1888. otherwise, the sale would not, it is believed, on any construoe 
of the Act, be regarded as one of “ standing timber,” but would be o sale of immoveable 
property. For these reasons the difference between the definitions of ‘ immoveable” pror 
perty for the purposes of the Registration Act and the Code of Civil Procedure would 
probably be found to be smaller than has by some authorities been supposed; but the 
possibility of removing any difficulty thence arising and assimilating the definitions by an 
amendment of the law will be considered. 

8. Meantime it seems clear that, if the certificates in question, when forwarded by the 
Civil Courts, are to be registered at all, they must be registered in Book No 1 (see Act XII 
of 1879). ‘Thy only question is whether, where the registering officer is of opinion that the 
properly coucerned is not “‘immoveable” within the meaning of the Registration Act, he 
should treat the certificate as sent by mistake and abstain from registering it. The Govern- 
ment of India is of opinion that the proper course is to leave it to the Civil Courts to deter- 
mine in what cases certificates should be sent for registration, and that Registrars should, 
without attempting to consider and decide the point themselves, register every certificate 
forwarded in Book No. I in accordance with the provisions of section 89 of the Indian 
Registration Act, 1877, as amended by Act XII of 1879.
